Control  of  Rubber. — The  Minister  of

194,  price  one  penny),  consolidating  the 
provisions  of  four  previous  Orders  regu- 
lating acquisition,  disposal  and  consumption 
of  natural  and  synthetic  rubber,  latex, 
gutta  percha,  and  balata.

Whither  a  Resolution  ? — Members  of  the

Warble  Fly  Treatment. — The  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  announces 
that  ample  supplies  of  powder  for  treating 
cattle  infested  with  the  maggot  of  the 
warble  fly  can  be  obtained  by  farmers. 
The  powder  is  being  sold  as  "warble  fly 
powder,"  or  under  some  other  similar  name, 
and  contains  a  powdered  root  similar  to 
derris.  It  is  important  that  stockowners 
should  make  sure,  when  purchasing  such 
dressings,  that  they  do  contain  powdered 
derris  root  or  other  powder  of  a  similar 
kind  (e.g.  lonchocarpus).  The  season  dur- 
ing which  the  dressing  of  maggot-infested 
cattle  should  be  carried  out  is  mid-March 
to  the  end  of  June.  To  obtain  the  best 
results,  the  dressings  should  be  applied  at 
intervals  of  not  more  than  thirty-two  days 
to  all  cattle  which  show  signs  of  being 
infested  with  warble-fly  maggots,  and  the 
treatment  should  be  continued  so  long  as 
any  maggots  appear  under  the  skin  on  the 
animals'  backs.  Dressings  containing  nico- 
tine sulphate  may  be  highly  poisonous  to 
some  animals,  and  the  Ministry  gives  a 
warning  of  the  risks  involved  in  their  use.

Spirit  Obtained  by  Forgery. — At  Glasgow 
sheriff  court  recently,  Daniel  Harron  and 
Peter  Tweedie  were  sentenced  to  four  and 
eight  months'  imprisonment  respectively 
on  charges  of  attempting  to  obtain  methy- 
lated spirit  by  forged  documents.  On 
January  2,  Tweedie  entered  a  chemist's 
shop  in  Buchanan  Street,  Glasgow,  and 
obtained  8  oz.  methylated  spirit  by  pre- 
senting a  prescription  purporting  to  be 
signed  by  a  Glasgow  doctor.  He  was 
arrested  during  a  return  visit  to  the  phar- 
macy, and  stated  that  Harron  was  the  man 
from  whom  he  had  received  the  prescrip- 
tion. 

Alleged  Spurious  Label. — Perfumes  said 
to  have  been  sold  under  spurious  labels 
were  the  subject  of  a  prosecution  by  the 
Customs  and  Excise  at  Marylebone,  Lon- 
don, police  court  on  March  6,  when  Norman 
File,  Berrylands,  Raynes  Park,  London, 
S.W.22,  was  summoned  for  making  use  of 
invoices  headed  "  Florogen,  Mitcham,  Sur- 
rey," and  "Hanetta,  Ltd.,"  which  falsely 
purported  to  relate  to  the  sale  of  perfumes 
by  firms  who  were  accountable  for  purchase 
tax  to  the  Crown.

ings,  for  it  is  noticeable  among  dogs, 
obably  the  fact  that  odoriferous  sub- 
ances  were  usually  found  in  small  quanti- 
es  accounts  for  their  high  prices  and  for 
eir  use  on  ceremonial  occasions  through- 
t  recorded  history.  Biblical  references  to 
is  subject  are  dealt  with  at  sufficient 
ngth  in  Wootton's  "Chronicles  of  Phar- 
lacy,"  Vol.  I,  pp.  50  et  seq.  Coronations 
nd  royal  funerals  were  not  the  only  excuses 


for  the  use  of  perfumes  and  perfumed  sub- 
stances. There  is  the  leading  case  of  the 
Queen  of  Hungary's  water,  the  documentary 
evidence  on  which  dates  (if  we  exclude  the 
possibility  of  forgery)  from  1235.  Her 
Majesty  received  the  receipt  in  her  seventy- 
second  year,  so  the  story  runs,  from  an  old 
hermit  whom  she  never  saw  either  before 
or  afterwards  :  rejuvenation  was  so  marked 
that  she  was  asked  in  marriage  by  the  King 
of  Poland,  and  only  her  religious  scruples 
prevented  acceptance  of  the  offer.  Your 
readers  hardly  need  to  be  reminded  that 
the  water  was  a  spirit  of  rosemary,  pre- 
pared with  brandy  previously  distilled  four 
times,  and  subjected  to  a  final  distillation 
after  standing  with  the  tops  and  flowers  of 
the  plant  for  fifty  hours.  A  modern  repre- 
sentative of  this  famous  water  still  appears 
in  "Pharmaceutical  Formulas." 

Among  the  Tudors 

The  lavish  use  of  aromatic  substances  at 
royal  funerals  may  be  seen  in  a  document 
relating  to  the  death  of  Henry  VIII  (C.  &- 
D.,  1 93 1.  I.  795).  The  original  manuscript 
fills  the  greater  part  of  a  sheet  of  paper 
measuring  gf  inches  by  5|  inches.  Seven 
lots  of  these  "spices"  were  "dd  [i.e.,  deli- 
vered] to  the  syrgons  gross  powderyd  by 
thryr  byll,"  and  ten  lots  were  supplied  "in 
bagges  severally  to  put  into  the  cofyn  of 
leade  with  the  corse  at  the  commandement 
of  my  lord  great  master."  The.  items 
included  cloves,  oil  of  "balme,"  nigella, 
coriander,  "bengemen,"  aloes,  "mirre," 
and  "muske";  the  bill  amounted  to 
£26  12s.  2d.  Similar  records  of  the  King's 
household  under  the  care  of  the  Public 
Record  Office  contain  the  names  and  prices 
of  several  articles  now  classed  as  per- 
fumery;  among  them  are  a  "potell  silver 
flagon  with  rose  water,"  a  "box  with  fyne 
perfumes  for  the  Admyrall  of  Fraunce," 
perfumes  "for  Duke  Philypp's  chamber," 
and  perfumes  "where  the  King  dynyd." 
Henry's  daughter,  Queen  Elizabeth,  made 
considerable  use  of  perfumes,  and,  as  is 
well  known,  wore  perfumed  gloves.  It  is 
on  record  that  at  a  cost  of  2s.  she  presented 
"sweet  scent"  for  use  at  a  christening.  As 
the  mention  of  a  silver  flagon  suggests,  the 
containers  were  selected  with  an  eye  to  the 
nature  of  contents,  and  were  sometimes 
works  of  art.  It  may  be  remembered  that 
an  exhibition  of  perfumery  flasks  and 
similar  objects,  including  valuable  antiques, 
was  arranged  in  London  by  Coty  (England), 
Ltd.,  about  ten  years  ago.

ontrol  of  Diabetes  in  Rats. — Burn  and 
ers  ("British  Medical  Journal,"  1944. 
752)  have  studied  the  effect  of  dietary 
nges,   and  particularly  of  a  high-fat 
t,   upon   glycosuria   produced   in  rats 
d'ered  diabetic  by  injection  of  alloxan, 
e  first  experiments  showed  that  abrupt 
pension  of  a  high-fat  for  a  normal  diet 
ised  the  disappearance   of  glycosuria, 
ompanied  by  some  ketonuria.  Although 
ketonuria   was    only   transitory,  an 
empt  was  made  to  avoid  it  entirely  by 
roducing    fat    gradually    to    the  diet, 
ccess  was  achieved  in  experiments  which 
lonstrated  the  inhibitory  effect  of  fat 
glycosuria  when  the  calorie  intake  was 
lintained ;    glycosuria  disappeared  and 
nained  absent  until  the  normal  diet  was 
umed.    When  the  fat  in  the  diet  was 
;reased  gradually,  glycosuria  itself  dis- 
peared  without  the  appearance  of  keto- 
ria.    After  successive  periods  of  high-fat 
t,  glycosuria  seen  on  return  to  normal 
et  steadily  diminished. 
Peptic  Ulcers. — An  analysis  of  the  mor- 
lity  of  peptic  ulcer,  as  revealed  in  the 
ports  of  the  Registrar-General,  was  given 
y  Morris  and  Titmuss  in  a  paper  read  at 
meeting  of  the  Committee  for  the  Study 
Social  Medicine   ("Lancet,"   1944.  II. 
41).  Mortality  in  men  was  rising  steadily 
>r  the  ten  years  before  the  war,  during 
hich   43,000   deaths   were   recorded  in 
ngland  and  Wales,  and  the  process  has 
een  accelerated  since  the  outbreak  of  war. 
n  women,  except  in  old  age,  mortality 
as  falling  in  the  ten  pre-war  years,  but 
1  the  period  1939-41  some  reversal  of  the 
rend  took  place.    In  young  women  the 
eath  rate  has  now  almost  reached  zero, 
n  important  increase  is   in   the  death 
ate  from  both  gastric  and  duodenal  ulcers 
men  over  forty-five.     Mortality  from 
astric  ulcer  is  heavier  than  from  duodenal 
deer  in  both  men  and  women  of  all  ages, 
fact   regarded    as   unexpected,    for  in 
ractice  the  duodenal  ulcer  is  much  the 
;ommoner  condition,  with  graver  compli- 
ations  all  more  usual.    In  general,  the 
eath  rate  from  peptic  ulcer  is  lower  in 
rural  areas  than  in  the  rest  of  the  country, 
and  is  higher  in  the  Greater  London  Area 
than  in  the  rest  of  England  and  WTales. 

Oral  Penicillin. — Systemic  treatment  by 
penicillin  is  rendered  difficult  by  the 
necessity  of  frequent  or  continuous  admin- 
istration, for  the  drug  is  rapidly  absorbed 
1  and  excreted  by  the  urine.  Little  and  Lumb 
("Lancet,"  January  17,  p.  203)  describe 


experiments  to  show  that  penicillin  under- 
goes a  "stabilising"  change  during  passage 
through  the  body  and  becomes  more  re- 
sistant to  heat  and  changes  of  pn.  Mixing 
with  raw  egg  increases  its  resistance  to  heat 
and  to  alteration  of  pn,  and  although  such 
change  may  not  be  the  same  as  is  produced 
by  its  passage  through  the  body,  the 
resulting  resistance  is  of  the  same  kind. 
In  volunteers  who  were  given  a  dose  of 
alkali,  followed  by  penicillin  with  egg,  the 
bacteriostatic  activity  of  the  blood  rose  to 
satisfactory  levels.  Similar  results  were 
obtained  in  a  volunteer  with  hyperchlor- 
hydria  and  a  patient  with  achlorhydria. 

INSURANCE  ACT  DISPENSING 

Lancashire. — Prescriptions  dealt  with  by 
the  county  Prescription  Bureau  totalled 
585,337  in  the  fourth  quarter  of  1944, 
against  565,007  in  the  corresponding 
period  of  1943. 

Denbighshire. — On  the  list  of  contractors 
to  the  county  Insurance  Committee  there 
are  now  sixty-six  chemists.  The  234,355 
prescriptions  issued  in  a  twelve-month 
period  reviewed  at  a  recent  meeting  of  the 
Committee  cost  ^6,085,  representing  a  cost 
of  4s.  4|d.  per  insured  person,  against 
3s.  g^d.  in  the  previous  year.  The  cost  for 
prescribing  in  Wales,  it  was  stated,  had  in- 
creased by  over  ^120,000  since  191 6. 

Dundee. — A  recommendation  was  made 
to  the  Insurance  Committee  at  a  recent 
meeting  that  a  medical  partnership  in  the 
area  should  be  surcharged  ^30,  because  the 
costs  of  prescribing  were  considered  in 
excess  of  those  necessary  for  adequate 
treatment,  A  surcharge  of  £22  against  an- 
other medical  man  was  also  recommended. 
The'  recommendations  were  unanimously 
adopted. 

Hull. — According  to  a  report  made  to  the 
Insurance  Committee  by  the  pharmaceutical 
service  subcommittee,  an  obligation  to  open 
on  Sundays  and  public  holidays  for  a  period 
of  one  hour  under  a  local  rota  scheme  had 
not  been  met  by  one  contractor,  who  had 
stated  to  the  subcommittee  that  he  had 
been  called  away  by  the  sudden  illness  of 
his  wife.  The  subcommittee  considered 
that  the  chemist  had  shown  a  lack  of 
appreciation  of  his  obligations  because,  on 
his  own  admission,  he  had  taken  no  steps 
to  make  alternative  arrangements.  This 
being  the  first  complaint  against  him  in 
nearly  twenty  years,  however,  the  sub- 
committee recommended  that  no  action 
beyond  a  severe  warning  should  be  taken 
on  this  occasion.  •

PHARMACEUTICAL  SOCIETY  OF  GREAT  BRITAII 


The  monthly  meeting  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society's  Council  was  held  in 
London  on  March  6  and  7,  the  president 
(Mr.  F.  G.  Wells),  in  the  chair. 

Tuesday's  Session 

The  Council  resumed  consideration  of  the 
question  of  altering  present .  arrangements, 
for  the  co-option  of  members  of  Council 
to  fill  casual  vacancies,  and  decided  to 
instruct  the  secretary  to  draft  a.  new  by-law 
providing  for  nominations  to  be  made  at 
the  meeting  next  following  the  one  at  which 
the  vacancy  was  reported,  the  co-option 
to  take  place  at  the  following  meeting.  This 
allows  two  months  between  the  reporting 
of  the  vacancy  and  the  co-option,  the 
period  to  be  extended  in  certain  circum- 
stances. The  minutes  of  a  meeting  of  the 
Joint  Committee  on  Pharmaceutical  Ser- 
vices held  on  February  7  were  received,  and 
the  Council  considered  and  approved  a 
statement  prepared  by  the  Committee  for 
presentation  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  and 
Secretary  of  State  for  Scotland. 

Messrs.  F.  G.  Wells,  C.  W.  Maplethorpe 
and  H.  N.  Linstead  were  nominated  by  the 
Council,  jointly  with  the  Councils  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  and  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Northern  Ireland, 
to  represent  the  three  Societies  on  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia  Selection  Committee. 
This  Committee  was  being  reconstituted  to 
nominate  a  person  to  the  General  Medical 
Council  to  fill  a  vacancy  on  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia  Commission. 

Letters  were  received  from,  the  Pro- 
prietary Association  conveying  copy  of  a 
letter  which  had  been  sent  to  the  Minister 
of  Health  commenting  on  a  resolution  of  the 
Council  calling  upon  the  Ministry  to  insti- 
tute control  of  proprietary  medicines ;  and 
from  the  Jugo-Slavia  Emergency  Com- 
mittee referring  to  the  extreme  shortage  of 
medical  supplies  in  Jugo-Slavia,  and  asking 
the  Society  to  support  the  Committee's 
efforts  to  secure  gifts  of  such  supplies.  The 
Council  agreed  to  do  this  and  to  publish  an 
appeal. 

The  Council  reviewed  its  attitude  towards 
reconstituting  the  Pharmaceutical  Parlia- 
mentary Fund  Committee  as  a  Pharma- 
ceutical Parliamentary  Committee,  a  pro- 
posal made  and  accepted  by  the  Council  in 
1942,  when  it  was  decided  to  discontinue 
the  Committee  as  a  body  for  obtaining  and 
applying  funds  for  parliamentary  purposes. 
It  was  decided  to  communicate  with  the 
various  bodies  concerned. 


Wednesday's  Proceedings 

The  Registrar  reported  that,  since  tl 
previous  meeting,  forty-seven  persons  h; 
been  registered  as  apprentices.  Ninetet 
persons  had  applied  for  restoration  to  t] 
register.  Two  persons  had  passed  tl 
Pharmaceutical  Chemist  Qualifying  exar 
ination,  and  the  Council  agreed  that  tht 
should  be  awarded  diplomas.  A  letti 
from  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Confereni! 
notified  that  Mr.  R.  R.  Bennett,  Dr.  G.  l| 
Boyes  and  Mr.  H.  Brindle  had  been  appointed 
to  represent  the  Conference  on  the  editori; 
committee  of  the  "Quarterly  Journal  < 
Pharmacy  and  Pharmacology." 

Discussion  on  Research  Scholarships 

Mr.  G.  R.  Knox  Mawer,  in  movinj 
acceptance  of  the  minutes  of  the  Educatioj 
Committee,  said  that  in  the  past  pharmac; 
had  not  had  her  fair  share  of  the  cream  c 
the  young  men  in  the  country,  and  h 
believed  the  institution  of  two  new  researc 
scholarships,  with  a  general  increase  i: 
value,  would  stimulate  students  to  conside 
pharmacy  as  a  career.  He  therefore  move< 
acceptance  of  the  Committee's  recommenda 
tion  regarding  the  scholarships.  Mr.  A.  E 
Melhuish  seconded  the  recommendation 
He  pointed  out  that  the  cost  of  living  hac 
been  recognised  in  the  proposed  increase!  ji 
which  would  cover  the  cost  of  the  scholar'  •■ 
living,  and  be  to  the  good  of  both  rich  anc" 
poor  students.  The  President  said  th< 
only  new  thing  was  the  two  new  scholar 
ships  at  a  cost  of  ^250  per  annum. 

Mr.  W.  J.  Tristram  agreed  with  Mr 
Mawer  that  the  subject  was  important,  bu 
considered  there  was  no  urgency,  and  fel 
the  matter  could  well  be  held  over  unti 
they  budgeted  for  the  next  year. 

Mr.  J.  C.  Young  said  it  appeared  to 
that  the  award  of  scholarships  once  in  te 
years,  under  the  Redwood  and  Burroughs'! j 
schemes  was  very  infrequent.  Mr.  H.  M.I 
Hirst  declared  that  if  the  position  had  been)] 
explained  in  the  Press  they  might  have  had! 
benevolent  gentlemen  coming  forward  tol 
augment  the  funds,  but  he  thought  the! 
time  was  not  suitable,  and  moved  it  bejj 
referred  back.  Mr.  T.  Heseltine  seconded!1 
the  reference  back.  Mr.  Tristram  said  hel 
wished  to  make  it  clear  he  was  referring  to] 
the  two  new  scholarships. 

Mr.  C.  Davis  said  the  young  people  were! 
keen  and  anxious  about  scholarships,  andj' 
he  was  sure  the  Society  would  never  regret 
spending  the  money  on  the  scholarships. 
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j\1  C.  W.  Maplethorpe  supported  Mr. 
TJ  s.  He  would  much  regret  a  decision 
a;  ist  the  recommendation  of  the  Educa- 
ti  Committee.  The  development  of  phar- 
rr  3utical  research  was  of  the  utmost 
ir  >rtance,  and  the  Society  was  the  only 
ir  pendent  body  that  could  foster  phar- 
ir  3utical  research  and  give  encourage- 
n  t  to  any  student  who  showed  promise. 

r.   L.   M.   Parry  said   that  on  the 
E  cation  Committee  they  knew  the  diffi- 
c  es  created  by  scholarships  that  had 
b  i  of  little  value  up  to  the  present ;  he 
H  :d  the  Council  would   carry  out  its 
s'  atory  duties  in  a  practical  way,  and  the 
vi    suggested  was  practical.

C  Id  they  keep  the  recipients  in  pharmacy  ? 
j  r.  H.,C.  Shaw  (treasurer)  said  that 
I  n  the  matter  came  to  the  Finance  Com- 
rl  :ee,   that  Committee   had   offered  no 
aj  ction  to  approval  of  the  scheme,  but 
red  to  point  out  that  the  proposed

If  there  was  to 
any  delay  it  should  not  be  more  than 
i  month,  otherwise  they  would  prejudice 
tie  of  the  poorer  students. 
$r.  Heseltine  agreed  .  that  the  money 
uld  be  well  spent,  if  they  had  the  money 
spare,  but  that  was  the  trouble.   So  far 
he  knew,  the  Society's  finances  were 
;tty  well  covered  for  a  good  many  years 
ice,   and   until   they  had   more  spare 


money,  and  it  had  been  given  more  thought, 
the  recommendation  should  not  be  passed. 

Mr.  Hirst  said  he  had  no  objection  to 
the  scholarships.  He  wanted  to  see  every 
young  fellow  have  a  chance,  but  did  object 
to  seeing  money  in  the  bank  being  nibbled 
at  to  the  tune  of  ^500  a  year.  He  under- 
stood that  the  increase  in  retention  fees 
was  to  pay  mainly  for  the  new  building, 
but  they  were  nibbling  at  it. 

Mr.  Wilson  asked  if  the  ^500  a  year 
was  the  entire  cost  to  the  Society. — The 
Secretary  said  "Yes,"  provided  Mr. 
Wilson  was  not  going  into  details  of  electric 
light,  etc.  ;  he  could  not  say  there  might 
not  be  some  expenditure  on  apparatus. 
If  Council  members  were  to  refer  to  the 
previous  minutes  of  the  Education.  Com- 
mittee, they  would  find  that  it  had  been 
agreed  that  an  increase  in  the  value  of  the 
scholarships  to  the  amount  of  ^500  was 
desirable.  What  they  were  now  doing  was 
nothing  more  than  awarding  the  same 
number  of  scholarships  every  year,  but 
making  the  scholarship  open.  If  they  did 
not  give  the  boy  from  the  North  of  Scot- 
land or  South  Wales  sufficient  money  to 
accept  a  scholarship,  it  merely  became  a 
closed  scholarship  for  the  wealthy  or  those 
living  near  a  University  or  College. 

The  recommendation  was  approved. 

Apprenticeship  Conditions 

Mr.  Knox  Mawer  said  the  Committee 
had  considered  and  approved  draft  notes 
for  the  guidance  of  persons  visiting  phar- 
macies from  notification  received  that  an 
apprentice  was  being  taken,  and  made  the 
recommendation  that  the  conditions  should 
come  into  force  on  July  1. 

Mr.  Heseltine  asked  if  the  Council 
could  be  assured  that  the  matter  would  be 
dealt  with  in  a  regular  way,  and  that  phar- 
macists would  have  an  intimation  that 
they  were  to  be  visited;  members  were 
getting  rather  tired  of  people  bobbing  in  at 
odd  moments..  Mr.  Melhuish  said  they 
had  had  some  discussion  whether  the  pro- 
posal should  be  put  into  operation  forth- 
with or  held  over  until  the  end  of  June, 
and  he  submitted  strongly  that  it  should 
not  come  into  operation  until  July  1.  Mr. 
J.  F.  McNeal  (vice-president)  said  a  man 
might  be  very  busy,  but  if  he  received  some 
notification  he  could  make  an  effort  to  get 
his  pharmacy  up  to  a  suitable  standard. 

The  President  said  he  understood  it 
was  the  practice  always  to  inform  hospitals, 
etc.,  and  the  same  procedure  would  be 
carried  out  in  regard  to  retail  pharmacies. 

Mr.  Hirst  said  he  had  voted  for  such  a 
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proposal  for  twenty  years,  but  did  not 
think  it  wise  to  put  the  plan  into  force  at 
that  time,  when  the  war  was  just  approach- 
ing its  finish.  So  soon  as  the  war  was  over, 
chemists  could  make  their  equipment  up- 
to-date,  and  the  proposal  could  be  put  into 
force  at  once.  He  agreed  with  the  scheme, 
but  said  it  was  not  fair,  after  five-and-a- 
half  years  of  war,  with  depleted  apparatus, 
to  tell  a  chemist  that  on  July  i  he  had  got 
to  have  his  premises  right.  He  felt  the 
matter  had  been  rushed  through  at  the  last 
moment.  The  President  said  it  had  been 
agreed  two  months  previously. 

Mr.  Davis  said  they  seemed  to  be  look- 
ing at  it  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  pro- 
prietor, and  they  must  look  at  the  point  of 
view  of  the  apprentice.  Mrs.  Irvine  sup- 
ported Mr.  Davis,  and  said  some  members 
of  the  Council  seemed  to  forget  that  ap- 
prentices had  rights,  or  that  they  them- 
selves had  duties.  She  was  surprised  to 
hear  Mr.  Hirst  say  they  were  nibbling  at 
the  money,  and  that  they  were  rushing  the 
thing  through.  The  Council  had  received  a 
memorandum  from  the  Trades  Union  Con- 
gress on  the  subject,  and  another  body,  the 
Joint  Industrial  Council,  was  also  greatly 
interested  in  the  training  of  apprentices. 
If  the  Council  wanted  to  wait  until  the  end 
of  hostilities,  members  would  find  another 
body  stepping  in. 

Mr.  Maplethorpe  said  that  among  the 
functions  of  the  Council  were  to  control 
education,  inspect  pharmacies  and  inspect 
the  premises  where  training  would  be  car- 
ried out.  If  in  any  premises  the  apprentice 
could  not  be  trained  properly,  he  should 
not  be  allowed  to  go  there.  The  speaker 
had  heard  so  much  that  this  or  that  could 
not  be  done,  or  that  the*  time  was  not 
ripe,  that  he  got  very  tired  of  it.  If  they 
went  on  in  that  way  nothing  would  ever 
be  done. 

Mr.  Knox  Mawer,  replying  to  the  dis- 
cussion, said  the  Education  Committee  had 
given  careful  consideration  to  the  points 
raised  that  morning,  but  the  time  was  more 
than  past  when  the  conditions  under  which 
apprentices  served  their  pupilage  in  retail 
pharmacies  should  "receive  the  most  care- 
ful and  immediate  attention."  He  did  not 
think  the  question  of  an  unexpected  visit 
could  arise,  because  when  a  man  made 
application  for  an  apprentice  he  knew  the 
conditions  under  which  he  would  accept  him. 

The  recommendation  was  unanimously 
approved,  and  the  minutes  adopted. 

Mrs.  J.  K.  Irvine  moved  the  minutes  of

business — has  apparently  been  overlooked. 

Scholarship  Values  Increased 

In  the  general  discussion  that  took  place 
on  the  Education  Committee's  recommenda- 
tion that  two  new  scholarships  should  be 
instituted  and  the  values  of  other  estab- 
lished scholarships  should  be  increased 
from  £100  to  ^250,  the  opposition  was 
largely  based  on  the  need  for  economy.  The 
secretary  (Mr.  Linstead)  summed  up  the 
position  in  three  points:  (1)  Some  of  the 
best  men  could  not  afford  to  keep  them- 
selves, (2)  the  scholarships  were  open  to 
students  or  members  of  the  Society  all 
over  the  country,  and  (3)  the  scholarships 
were  urgently  wanted  this  summer  for  the 
following  year.  No  one  can  deny  that 
economy  of  expenditure  has  been  practised 
in  the  past  so  far  as  scholarships  are 
concerned.  In  this  instance  there  were  two 
parts  to  the  recommendation.  First,  to 
institute  two  new  scholarships  at  a  cost  of 
^250  per  annum,  and  secondly,  to  increase 
the  value  of  others  at  a  total  cost  of  ^250 
per  annum.  Those  members  of  Council 
.concerned  with  the  need  for  economy 
considered  that  this  expenditure  on  new 
scholarships  was  inadvisable,  but  they  will, 
we  believe,  agree  there  was  a  sound  case 
for  bringing  up  the  values  of  established 
scholarships  to  a  level  commensurate  with 
present-day  costs  of  living  in  order  to  make 
them  available  throughout  the  country  and 
not  restricted,  as  hitherto,  to  the  wealthy 
or  those  who  lived  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
a  university  or  college.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
the  Council's  decision  to  approve  the 
recommendations  is  only  the  first  step 
towards  bringing  the  Society's  educational 
and  research  endowments  up  to  the  standard 
of  present-day  requirements. 

Master  and  Apprentice 

Another  subject  closely  related  to  educa- 
tion came  up  for  consideration  when  the 
Council  decided  to  act  on  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Education  Committee  that, 
from  July  1  next,  the  regulations  covering 
approved  conditions  of  apprenticeship  in 
retail  premises  should  be  implemented  by 
visits  to  premises  registered  under  Part  I 
of  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,-  1933, 
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after  receipt  of  notification  that  an  appren- 
tice had  been  taken.  It  is  certainly  the 
duty  of  the  Society  to  satisfy  itself  that 
retail  pharmacies  should  provide  reasonable 
facilities  in  all  necessary  respects  for 
apprentices  to  undergo  "a  practical  course 
of  study  of  not  less  than  4,000  hours  in 
the  compounding  and  dispensing  of  medi- 
cines and  in  pharmaceutical  operations 
generally."  This  is  not  a  condition  that 
is  likely  successfully  to  be  enforced  by  hard 
and  fast  rule.  So  much  depends  on  the 
master  and  his  personal  interest  in  his 
apprentice.  A  pharmacy  may,  to  all  appear- 
ances, be  entirely  satisfactory,  yet  it  may, 
for  reasons  that  it  is  not  necessary  to 
detail  here,  afford  but  scant  opportunity 
to  the  apprentice  to  practise  compounding 
and  dispensing. 

We  agree  with  Mrs.  Irvine  that  "appren- 
tices have  rights  and  they  [pharmacists] 
have  duties"  in  the  matter,  and  there  may 
be  reason  to  fear,  as  she  later  hinted,  that 
"if  the  Council  wanted  to  wait  until  the  end 
of  hostilities,  members  would  find  another 
body  stepping  in  and  doing  what  they 
themselves  should  do."  It  should  not  be 
difficult  for  the  Council  to  adopt  methods 
which  would  induce  the  full  co-operation 
of  master  pharmacists  in  an  effort  to  ensure 
that  every  apprentice  is  studying  under 
happy  and  ideal  conditions. 

Future  Annual  Meetings 

The  Organisation  Committee  recom- 
mended, and  the  Council  approved,  that 
there  should  be  no  change  in  the  arrange- 
ments for  the  annual  meeting  for  this  year, 
and  that  a  report  on  possible  changes  in 
future  should  be  submitted  to  the  next 
Branch  Representatives'  meeting.  The 
point  at  issue,  whether  it  would  be  more 
convenient  to  the  majority  of  members  if 
the  annual  meeting  was  held  in  the  evening, 
is  not  a  new  one.  Any  alteration,  either 
in  time  or  place,  that  would  lead  to  better 
attendances  would  certainly  be  welcome. 
The  views  of  Branch  delegates  will  no  doubt 
cover  every  conceivable  suggestion,  leaving 
the  Council  with  the  old  difficulty  unsolved. 
We  should  not  be  at  all  surprised,  however, 
if  there  was  a  movement  to  change  the 
venue  from  London  to  leading  provincial 
centres  from  time  to  time.

given  by  Dr.  Roland  Slade,  MX.,  before  the 
Chemical  Industry  on  March  8 

the  dispersible  powder,  and  suitable  types 
may  be  prepared,  either  from  crude  666  or 
from  the  solid  product  resulting  from  the 
removal  of  alpha  from  the  crude,  by  incor- 
porating an  adequate  amount  of  waste  lye 
resulting  from  the  sulphite  treatment  of 
cellulose.  Unlike  many  insecticides,  gam- 
mexane has  proved  to  be  exceptionally 
stable  to  high  temperatures.  This  enables 
it  to  be  applied  by  volatilisation  from  hot 
plates,  producing  the  insecticide  in  the  form 
of  a  "smoke."  By  such  means  the  insecti- 
cide may  be  used  directly  against  insects 
or  to  give  a  toxic  film  on  walls,  etc. 

Agricultural  Uses 

It  was  in  agriculture  that  the  insecticidal 
properties  of  the  crude  material  were  first 
discovered.  In  trials  against  the  flea  beetle 
{Phyllotreta  species)  the  product  proved  to 
be  outstanding,  giving  better  results  than 
the  derris  dusts  then  in  use.  The  material 
was  used  in  hundreds  of  tons  against  flea 
beetle  in  1943  and  again  in  1944.  Even 
larger  quantities  will  be  used  in  1945.  It 
was  natural  to  try  the  material  against  other 
agricultural  pests,  and  it  was  found  that 
blossom  beetle  (Meligethes  aeneus)  and 
mustard  beetle  (Phaedon  cochleaviae)  could 
be  controlled.  Considerable  acreages  of 
seed  beds  have  been  successfully  treated 
for  the  control  of  these  pests.  For  many 
years  work  has  been  in  progress  on  the 
locust  problem.  Preliminary  tests  showed 
that  the  new  material  was  extraordinarily 
toxic  in  locust  baits;  it  was,  in  fact,  much 
more  toxic  than  anything  hitherto  used. 
The  information  was  communicated  to  the 
Anti-Locust  Centre,  London,  and  as  a  re- 
sult field  trials  were  arranged  in  North 
Africa  soon  after  its  liberation.  They  gave 
highly  successful  results.  Before  the  tox- 
icity of  the  material  to  locusts  was  realised, 
a  small  quantity  of  dust  containing  the 
crude  material  was  sieved  on  a  bench  on 
one  side  of  a  room  in  which  were  housed 
cages  containing  locusts.  All  the  locusts 
subsequently  died.  After  thoroughly  scrub- 
bing the  cages,  vacuum-cleaning  the  walls, 
and  washing  the  floors,  fresh  locusts  placed 
in  the  cages  also  died.  It  was  not  until  the 
room  had  been  redecorated,  and  the  cages 
again  scrubbed,  that  breeding  of  the  locusts 
could  be  resumed. 

Successful  results  have  been  obtained 
against  a  wide  variety  of  insects,  including 
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caterpillars:  winter  moth  (Cheimatobia 
brumata)  and  cabbage  white  (Pieris  species), 
etc,  ;  melonworm  (Diaphania  hyalipiata), 
southern  army  worm  (Laphygma  eridana) 
and  beet  webworm  (Pachyzancla  bipunc- 
talis)  in  the  U.S.A.,  Colorado  beetle  (Lepti- 
notarsa  decemlineata),  pea  and  bean  weevil 
(Sitones  lineatus),  and  apple-blossom  weevil 
(  Anthonomus  pomorum).  Gammexane  also 
kills  certain  wasps  and  ants  (e.g.  Vespidae 
and  Lasius  species).  Like  other  insecticides 
it  is  toxic  to  bees,  and  methods  of  applica- 
tion to  fruit  trees  must  be  selected  with 
care,  for  bees  are  largely  responsible  for 
carrying  fruit-tree  pollen.  Variable  results 
have  been  obtained  against  hemiptera, 
possibly  owing  to  difficulties  in  application, 
since  the  chemical  seems  to  be  toxic  to  the 
bed-bug  and  some  species  of  aphis  (e.g. 
Brevicoryne  brassicae,  Aphis  rumicis).  .  Suc- 
cess against  all  forms  of  green  fly  has  not 
yet  been  achieved.  The  fruit-tree  red  spider 
does  not  seem  susceptible,  though  other 
mites  undoubtedly  are.  Lastly,  current 
trials  indicate  that  the  product  may  be  of 
considerable  value  as  a  soil  insecticide.  A 
preliminary  experiment  in  the  field  against 
wireworm  lends  hope  to  the  possibility  that 
at  last  a  means  has  been  found  of  fighting 
this  pest,  which  is  responsible  for  the 
failure  of  so  many  agricultural  crops  in 
Britain. 

Medical,  Veterinary,  and  General  Uses 

Lice  on  pigs,  red  mite  on  poultry,  and 
fleas  on  dogs,  have  all  been  successfully 
controlled,  but  further  formulation  work 
is  being  carried  out  before  the  product  can 
be  made  generally  available  for  these  uses. 
However,  it  may  be  said  that,  on  the  evi- 
dence of  extensive  tests  carried  out  in  1944, 
gammexane  is  likely  to  be  of  greater  all- 
round  effectivensss  against  many  pests  of 
sheep  and  cattle  than  the  substances 
hitherto  employed.  The  product  was  found 
to  be  toxic  to  keds  and  sheep  ticks.  Less 
extensive  work  gave  promise  against  sheep 
blow-fly,  scab',  and  biting  lice.  An  extension 
of  this  work  is  planned  in  the  principal 
territories  abroad.  Gammexane  is  highly 
effective  against  bed-bugs.  For  this  pur- 
pose, a  suitable  form  is  the  solution  in 
"dec"  (decahydronaphthalene),  which  is 
diluted  for  use  with  a  suitable  spraying  oil, 
such  as  odourless  distillate.  Used  in  this 
way,  no  damage  is  done  to  painted  or 
French-polished  surfaces.  The  material  has 
proved  highly  successful  as  a  killer  of 
crickets  (e.g.  Gryllulus  domesticus)  and  cock- 
roaches (e.g.  Blatella  gevmanica,  Blatta 
ovientalis).  A  dust  preparation  for  the  con- 


trol of  these  pests  is  now  available,  a 
already  been  successfully  used  on  a 
scale.

Field  experir 
have  been  carried  out  in  New  Zea 
Ceylon,  and  West  Africa  under  the  In 
cide  Development  Panel  of  the  Minis 
Production,  and  results  already  to 
show  that  the  product  is  effective  ag 
anopheline  and  culicine  larvae  under  a 
range  of  conditions.

se  were  fully  set  out  in  a  supplement  to 
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The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  July  5,  1941, 
and  are  discussed  in  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  Diary  and  Year  Book,  1945 
(pp.  321-25).  In  Britain,  advertisements 
relating  to  cancer  are  controlled  under  the 
Cancer  Act,  1939.  A  class  of  Registered 
Druggists  has  existed  in  Northern  Ireland 
since  the  time  when,  under  the  Pharmacy 
and  Poisons  Act  (Northern  Ireland),  1925, 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Northern 
Ireland  was  established. 

Under  "Medicines"  the  first  four  clauses 
are  again  identical  with  corresponding  pro- 
visions of  the  1 94 1  Act  in  Great  Britain. 
Clause  5  (1)  reads*: — 

Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Part  of  this 
Act,  a  person  shall  not  sell  by  retail  any  article 
consisting  of  or  comprising  a  substance  recom- 
mended as  a  medicine  unless  the  sale  is  effected 
at  a  shop. 

Definition  of  Shop 

This  replaces  two  clauses  and  five  sub- 
clauses of  the  1 94 1  Act.  The  effect  is  to 
restrict  the  sale  of  substances  recommended 
as  medicines  to  particular  (i.e.  "shop") 
premises,  but  not  to  "duly  registered"  pre- 
mises or  to  specified  classes  of  sellers.  In  a 
supplemental  clause,  '  however,  the  Bill 
defines,  far  more  specifically  than  in  the 
British  Act,  what  constitutes  a  shop.  The 
actual  wording  is  : — 

"Shop"  includes  any  premises  where  any 
retail  trade  or  business  is  carried  on  but  does 
not  include  a  stall,  van  or  barrow,  and  "retail 
trade  or  business,"  in  relation  to  any  premises, 
includes  the  business  of  a  barber  or  hairdresser, 
the  sale  of  refreshments  or  intoxicating  liquors, 
and  retail  sales  by  auction,  but  does  not  include 
the  sale  of  programmes  and  catalogues  and  other 
similar  sales  at  theatres  and  places  of 
amusement. 

It  is  admitted  as  a  defence,  on  behalf  of 
a  person  selling  or  supplying,  in  contraven- 
tion of  the  terms  of  the  Bill,  an  article  con- 
sisting of  or  comprising  a  substance  recom- 
mended as  a  medicine,  that  he  did  not  know 
and  had  no  reason  to  believe  that  the  article 
was  such  a  substance ;  and  he  may  also 
plead,  as  in  Britain,  that  he  acted  "in  the" 
course  of  his  employment  as  a  servant  or 
agent  ...  of  another  person  on  the  in- 
structions of  his  employer  or  of  some  other 
specified  person." 

The  provisions  under  Part  II  ("Phar- 
macy ")  commence  with  the  proviso  that : — 

Every  person  registered  as  a  pharmaceutical 
chemist  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Society ;  every 
person  registered  as  a  chemist  and  druggist  or 
druggist  shall  be  an  associate  of  the  Society; 
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and  every  person  registered  as  an  assistant  or 
apprentice  shall  be  a  student  of  the  Society. 

and  thereafter  conform  approximately,  with 
the  changes  made  necessary  by  that  clause, 
to  those  of  the  corresponding  section  of  the 
Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933  (Great 
Britain).  It  is  laid  down  that  fees,  are  pay- 
able to  the  Society,  not  only  by  members, 
but  also  by  associates  and  students,  for 
retention  of  the  name  on  the  appropriate 
register.  The  maximum  fee  is  £2,  and  power 
is  given  to  charge  fees  at  differential  rates. 

Change  in  Examination  Conditions 

A  change  is  made — "as  from  the  ap- 
pointed day" — in  the  conditions  and  sub- 
jects of  examination  for  registration  as  a 
pharmaceutical  chemist,  the  new  conditions

Clause  11  of  Part  II  introduces  a  special 
provision  affecting  men  serving,  or  who 
have  served,  either  before  or  after  the 
enactment  of  the  Bill,  in  H.M.  Forces.  The 
full  clause  is  : —

The  question  of  supervision  is  also 
affected  by  the  existence  of  a  class  of 
registered  druggists.

Four  paragraphs  (21-24)  are  devoted  to 
the  "Powers  of  the  Society,  etc."  These 
provide  as  follows  : — 

21.  The  Society  may  apply  funds  under  its 
control  towards  providing  scholarships  for  the 
furtherance  of  education  and  research  in  phar- 
macy, in  accordance  with  regulations  to  be  made 
by  the  Council  under  section  three  of  the  Act 
of  1925  and  approved  by  the  Minister  of  Home 
Affairs  after  consultation  with  the  Minister  of 
Education. 

22.  — (1)  The  Society  may  purchase  by  agree- 
ment or  take  on  lease  any  land  which  is  required 
for  any  purpose  of  its  powers  or  duties  under 
the  Act  of  1925  or  this  Act. 

(2)  The  Society  may,  on  such  terms  as  it 
thinks  fit : — 

(a)  sell,  lease  or  surrender  any  land  for  the 
time  being  vested  in  the  Society  which  in 
its  opinion  is  not  required  for  any  such 
purpose  as  aforesaid;  and 

(b)  exchange  any  land  for  the  time  being 
vested  in  the  Society ; 

and  on  any  such  exchange  the  Society  may 
give  or  receive  any  money  for  equality  of 
exchange. 

(3)  Any  moneys  received  by  the  Society 
from  any  sale  or  exchange  of  land  under  this 
section  shall  be  applied  by  the  Society  to 
some  purpose  of  its  powers  or  duties  to  which 
capital  moneys  are  properly  applicable. 

(4)  In  this  section  the  expression  "land" 
includes  water  and  any  interests  in  land  or 
water  and  any  easement  or  right  in,  to,  or  over 
land  or  water,  and  the  expression  "lease" 
includes  a  grant  in  perpetuity. 

23.  — (1)  The  person  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Council  as  secretary  of  the  Society  under 
section  four  of  the  Act  of  1925  shall  be  a  regis- 
tered pharmaceutical  chemist  who  has  obtained 
a  certificate  of  qualification  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Part  IV  of  the  Second 
Schedule  to  that  Act. 
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(2)  This  section  shall  not  apply  to  the 
person  first  appointed  as  secretary  of  the 
Society  after  the  passing  of  the  Act  of  1925. 

24. — (1)  The  Society  may  at  its  discretion, 
with  the  consent  of  the  Minister  of  Home 
Affairs,  grant  to  any  officer  whose  whole  time 
has  been  devoted  to  the  service  of  the  Society 
and  who  has  become  incapable  of  discharging 
the  duties  .of  his  office  with  efficiency  by  reason 
of  permanent  infirmity  of  mind  or  body  or  old 
age,  upon  his  resigning  or  otherwise  ceasing  to 
hold  his  office,  an  annual  allowance  not  exceed- 
ing in  any  case  two  thirds  of  his  salary  and 
emoluments  at  that  time. 

(2)  An  officer  shall  not  be  qualified  to 
receive  an  allowance  under  this  section  on 
the  ground  of  age  unless  he  has  attained  the 
age  of  sixty  years  and  has  served  as  an  officer 
of  the  Society  for  twenty  years  at  least. 

(3)  An  allowance  under  this  section  shall 
be  payable  to,  or  in  trust  for,  the  officer 
concerned  and  shall  not  be  assignable  or 
chargeable  with  debts  or  other  liabilities. 

(4)  Where  an  officer  whose  whole  time  has 
been  devoted  to  the  service  of  the  Society 
dies,  after  he  has  served  five  years  or  upwards, 
whilst  still  employed  in  that  service,  the 
Society  may  at  its  discretion,  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  Minister  of  Home  Affairs,  grant  to 
his  legal  personal  representatives  a  gratuity 
equal  to  the  annual  salary  and  emoluments 
of  his  office. 

(5)  Where  an  officer,  having  become 
entitled  to  an  annual  allowance  under  this 
section,  dies  after  he  has  retired  from  the 
service  of  the  Society,  and  the  sums  paid  or 
payable  to  him  at  the  time  of  his  death  on 
account  of  that  allowance  are  less  than  the 
amount  of  the  annual  salary  and  emoluments 
of  his  office,  the  Society  may  at  its  discretion, 
with  the  ■  consent  of  the  Minister  of  Home 
Affairs,  grant  to  his  legal  personal  repre- 
sentatives a  gratuity  equal  to  the  deficiency. 

(6)  The  person  first  appointed  as  secretary 
of  the  Society  after  the  passing  of  the  Act 
of  1925  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the 
Society,  upon  his  resigning  office  or  other- 
wise ceasing  to  hold  his  office,  an  annual 
allowance  of  two  thirds  of  his  salary  and 
emoluments  at  that  time,  and  if  the  said 
person  dies  in  the  circumstances  mentioned 
in  subsection  (4)  or  subsection  (5)  of  this 
section,  or  has  died  before  the  passing  of  this 
Act  in  the  circumstances  mentioned  in  the 
said  subsection  (4),  then  there  shall  be  paid 
to  his  legal  personal  representatives  a 
gratuity  of  the  amount  which  could  be  paid 
to  an  officer  under  the  same  subsection  (4) 
or  subsection  (5),  as  the  case  may  be;  and 
the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
have  effect  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
subsection. 

Clause  24  concludes  the  section  on 
"Pharmacy." 

No  Poisons  Board 

The  outstanding  feature  of  the  "  Poisons" 
section  is  the  absence  of  a  Poisons  Board,

Questions  and  Answers 

How  would  the  N.P.U.  know  of  the 
pharmacies  available  for  sale?  The  N.P.U. 
would  hear  of  these  through  a  business 
transfer  agency.  The  N.P.U.  would  keep 
a  register  of  pharmacies  for  sale,  and  a 
list  of  purchasers  seeking  businesses.  .  In 
this  way,  suitable  introductions  could  be 
effected. 

Would  the  N.P.U.  exert  pressure  on  the 
seller,  so  that  the  purchaser  would  be  able  to 
secure  the  pharmacy  on  the  lowest  possible 
terms  ?  The  endeavour  would  be  to  obtain 
for  the  seller  the  fairest  possible  price,  one 
satisfactory  to  both  vendor  and  purchaser. 
For  the  seller,  everything  would  be  taken 
into  consideration.  There  would  be  a 
recognised  standard  for  goodwill. 

Would  purchasers  have  to  find  part  of  the 
purchase  money  ?  Purchasers  of  businesses 
would  have  to  find  not  less  than  25  per 
cent,  of  the  value  of  the  business.  This 
would  have  to  be  their  own  money,  not 
money  borrowed  elsewhere.  The  business 
would  be  the  security  for  the  loan. 

//,  in  the  extension  of  the  health  services, 
pharmacists  were  under  obligation  to  provide 
a  24-hour  service,  would  the  Fund  be  avail- 
able for  the  opening  of  central,  all-night  and 
holiday-service  pharmacies  ?  It  might  be 
questioned  whether  this  was  desirable. 
Was  it  not  a  declaration  of  weakness  in 
the  pharmaceutical  service  ?  In  town  and 
suburban  areas,  rota  schemes  could  be 
arranged  if  necessary,  and  ought  to  work 
satisfactorily.  Where  such  co-operation 
was  not  possible,  in  a  district  where  there 
was  only  one  pharmacy,  the  telephone 
number  and  private  address  of  the  chemist 
placed  on  the  shop  door  after  closing 
hours,  and  an  intimation  that  urgent 
medicines  could  be  dispensed  if  he  was 
communicated  with,  would  in  most  cases 
be  sufficient.

Licences  for  Ispaghula  Seed 

The  Directorate  of  Medical  Supplies  has 
announced  its  intention  to  recommend 
import  licences  for  limited  quantities  of 
Ispaghula  seed  during  the  period  ending 
March  31,  1946.  The  botanical  drug 
importers'  section  of  the  London  Chamber 
of  Commerce  has  been  asked  to  arrange 
with  the  importers  concerned  for  its  impor- 
tation. For  this  purpose  it  invites  com- 
munications not  later  than  March  23  from 
firms  which,  during  the  years  1936-41 
inclusive,  imported  the  drug  (by  "im- 
ported" is  meant  arranged  shipment  and 
paid  the  overseas  supplier).  On  receipt  of 
the  information,  the  section  will  send 
qualified  importers  the  necessary  form  of 
declaration,  on  which  a  return  of  import- 
ations should  be  made,  and  which  will  form 
the  basis  of  the  section's  recommendations 
to  the  Directorate.

Blackpool  Dispensing  Agreement 

Sir, — Replying  to  Xrayser  in  "Topical 
Reflections"  (C.  &>  D.,  March,  10,  p.  239), 
the  minimum  price  for  6-oz.  and  8-oz. 
mixtures  was  fixed,  at  the  meeting  at  which 
this  scheme  was  agreed  upon,  for  several 
reasons.  Primarily,  the  rules  were  drawn 
up  to  give  a  minimum  charge  for  any 
script,  and  I  had  in  mind  a  is.  charge  but, 
on  discussion,  the  general  feeling  tended 
towards  those  finally  decided  upon,  as  few 
other  sizes  were  ordered,  locally  by  com- 
parison with  the  6's  and  8's,  and  there  was 
a  definite  objection  to  pricing  these  sizes 
with  inexpensive  drugs  at  a  possible  is. 

A  more  satisfactory  way  would  have  been 
to  fix  them  on  12-  and  16-dose  mixtures, 
but  as  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union 
list  still  persists  in  fees  for  bottle-size, 
despite  the  arguments  against  it  at  the 
N.P.U.  conference  last  autumn,  we  thought, 
for  convenience,  that  temporarily  we  had 
better  keep  as  near  to  the  list  methods  as 
possible.  Another  point  that  will  require 
elucidation,  and  I  have  written  to  the 
N.P.U.  concerning  it,  is  the  small  difference 
between  the  fee  for  simple  and  compounded 
ointments  and  powders.  The  value  of  a 
dirty  mortar  or  sieve  and  the  extra  time 
taken  is  only  threepence,  which  is  ridiculous, 
but  the  meeting  decided  to  abide  by  the 
list  until  a  reply  had  been  received  from 
the  N.P.U.  The  eleventh  rule  in  our  agree- 
ment has  also  caused  some  comment, 
where  we  ask  100  per  cent,  for  unlisted 
drugs,  instead  of  50  per  cent,  suggested 
by  the  N.P.U.  But  when  rarity  and  length 
of  time  in  stock  are  reckoned,  plus  the 
great  chance  of  a  "6d.  all"  charge  from  the 
drug  house,  and  losses  through  leakage, 
50  per  cent,  would  not  cover  costs  in  the 
aggregate,  if  it  were  possible  to  assess 
profit  and  loss  on  these  items.  Higher 
overhead  costs,  demanding  a  larger  charge, 
are  covered  in  rule  6,  where  over-  or  under- 
charges must  be  marked  with  the  code 
letter  Z ;  so  long  as  that  rule  is  obeyed  to 
the  letter,  no  possible  argument  can  arise. 
I  have  been  very  surprised  at  the  lack  of 
interest  shown  by  the  country  so  far,  for  no 
comment  has  been  passed  in  the  C.  &>  D. 
or  the  "Journal"  from  either  individuals  or 
branches,  though  perhaps  it  is  early  for 
branches  to  have  discussed  the  matter  yet.
